Summary:

The bill provides $9.196 billion, 14.5-percent decrease from FY 03. The bill is consistent with the
Fiscal Year 2004 Budget Resolution and the President’s budget request. The bill is within its
discretionary 302(b) allocation and therefore has no 302(f) points of order against it.

Analyss.

The bill provides $1.55 billionlessthanlast year’ senacted level, a 14.5-percent decrease. The hill
provides about the same |evel sof budget authority and outlays asinthe President’ s budget request and
the House-passed hill.

Noteworthy:

The bill does not include $1 billion from the President’s request for construction of U.S. bases
overseas. The Committee report notes that the Defense Department has not submitted to Congress a
master plan for overseas basing that was due April 1, 2002.

Section128of S. 1357 would create acommissionto review U.S. military basesoverseas. Theeight-
member commission would submit areport to the President and Congress by August 30, 2004.

The Budget Committee Chairmanhasrequested that CBO performan analysis of U.S. bases overseas.
The report is due to the Budget Committee later this year.
